Creditozs of Sr. Robert Uyner, 


Occaſioned by the new Subſcribed Project. 


H E Propoſals which are lately Subſcrib'd by Sir Robert Yyners Creditors, are, that 

thoſe Creditors ſhall agree to what ſhall be done by Seven Refferees, or any Three of them, 

And Sir Yhomas Meres { who aCted vigorouſly for Sir Rebert Yyner, to get the Ban- 

krupts Bill paſſed in 1685. ) is now a Reffteree, and acts very Zealouſly in this Af- 

fair; And theſe Refferees, are to adviſe with Five Council, or any Two of them ;, and one of thoſe Two 

Council who af, is Sir Francis Pemberton, who was of Council for Sir Robert Vyner in his life-time, 

and is row Council for the Executor, and for that reaſon ought not ro be of Council in this 
Caſe for the Creditors. 

The Apreement is that the Executor ſhall have Seven thouſand _ in Mony, when the Creditors 
are paid 7 hirty pounds per Cent. for their Principal, and then the ecutor to come in 4s 4 Creditor for 
Three theuſand pounds mire, And if the Acting Retferees, and Council, prove Friends to the Ex- 
ecutor, there will be many Contrivances for the Executor's benefit, but few for the Creditors ; 
and herein is couch'd a deſign, to get all Judgments and Incumbrances, levelled with other Debts, 
alchough they have taken rhe due Courſe of Law, and have been at great Charges for obtaining 
the ſame. | 

1 If the Commiſſion of Bankrnptcy can be renewed and proceeded upon (The Major parc 
of the Commillioners the laſt time of their Sitting before Sr. Robe: ts Death, declaring that Sr. Ro- 
bert was not proved a Ba»trupt,) Then was Sr. Reberss Will of no effect, and the Execntor is 
onely an Intruder, and in the Laws againſt Bankrupts there are ſufficient ways and methods 
forthwith tocompell a diſcovery from rhe Executor and all other perſons concerned without gi- 
ving the Executor a Gratuity, bur ifa Commiſſion cannot be now taken out and proceeded up- 
on, Then thoſe which have Incumbrances ought to be firſt ſatisfied, Sir Robert baving madea par- 
ticular proviſion alſo for them in his Will in theſe words, iz. Dut of which the Jncum- 
brances being firſt ſatisfied, 8&c. And the Executor hath (wo2n duly to execute that Will, 
And after the Incumbrances paid, All the Eſtate Real and Perſonal ought to go to farisfie the 
remaining Debts, and after the Debts ſatisfied, then the overpluſs to be diſpoſed of according 
to Sr. Roberts Will, and for a diſcovery of the Eſtates, ſeveral are already known, viz. Eſtates 
in London, Middleſex, Leicefterſhire, Surry, Warwickſhire, Cheſhire, an Eſtate in Ireland, and a 
Mortgage for a greatSum upon a Noblemans Eſtate, and it is needleſs to give any thing for 
diſcovery of what is already known, but as for diſcovery of what private Eltates, what Plate, 
what Jewels, what Money, whar Debts due to Sir Rebert, which the Executor claims, or hath 
polleſied himſelf of, the Executors Propoſal implies a great concealment, but he Proved the 
Will the ath of Ofober, 1688. And hath yet put in no Inventory, nor Anſwered any Bill in 
Chancery for Diſcovery, but ſtands in Contempt, and intends to make this advantage by con- 
renining the | aw whereby to inforce the Creditors to Comply with thoſe ftrange propoſals, it 
will be a fine Example and Encouragement for Executors, for the future, to keep cloſe the 
Teitarnrs Eſtate, to ſtand in contempt of the Law, and to force the Creditors to comply with 
their humours, but the Executor and ſeveral other perſons concerned will-be quickly forced to 
diſcover upon Oath what Eltates or Effefts they know of Sr. Robert Vyners, and fuch diſcovery 
ſhall be made publick for the general good of the Creditors, and perhaps will reach further than 
what will be diſcovered by their giving Ten Thouſand Pounds to the Exectitor : However, af. 
ter all that which is already known, or ſhall be by ſuch means diſcovered, ſhall be divided ; 
If a further Diſcovery can after be made, let ſomethnig.in the Pound be given for ſuch further 
Diſcovery, bur to give ſomething for nothing is very hard, or eſpecially to give ſuch a great 
Sum as Ten thouſand pounds for that, which about Ten pounds will procure, ſeems unreaſo- 
nable. If the Executor pretends Debts owing to him out of the Eſtate, the Stature which Sir 
Robert Vyner confeſſed to him, the 27h. of January 1686. for Twenty thouſand pounds, payable 
in Six days time is Vacated; and the Sham Incumbrances which are Charged on the Houſes in 
London, are already detected in Chancery : Andif any ſuch Things ſhall be attempted hereafter, 
they will be eafily found out. 

$7 There is now a Bill brought into the High Court of Parliament relating to:Bankrupts,where- 
by to compel] Creditors to accept of ſuch an Agreement, as the Major part ſhall agree to: And 
the Executor of Sir Robert Vyzer intends to take adyantage of this Bill and deſigns thereby to 
compell the Creditors to make him an Allowance; The Creditors therefore of Sir Robert Y5mer, 
ought to Perition the High Court of Parliament, that if the faid Bill paſs, a provi/o may be therein 
incerted, for Excepting the Creditors of Sir Robert Yyner ; and that Sir Rober;*s whole Eſtate, real 
and Perſonal, may be diſpoſed of to Truſtees, to be by them Sold, and that the Incumbrances 
.may-bg firſt paid, and the Remainder equally devided amongſt the reſt of the Creditors, and 
that the Overplus after the Debts farisfied, may be diſpoſed to- ſuch Charitable and other Uſes, 


- as are direted by Sir Robert Vyners Will. 
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
